France Not Tired of the War 
Not the Slightest Indication of an 
Inconclusive Peace 


Dana Burnett, a Paris correspon- 
dent of the New York Sun, writ 

One of the chief hopes of the Ger- 
nan supreme command is that the 
nerves of the entente allies will not 
hold out against such horror as mod- 
ern warfare produces. From neutral 
Switzerland one hears the echo of 
imperial yoices whispering to — their 
peoples that France is growing tired 
of the war.

Those 
are the facts. You can’t argue them

LACK OF TRANSPORTATION A SERIOUS DIFFICULTY

and important to know what they 
can expect from Russia and the Uk-

In a speech delivered at the Ald- 
wych club, London, recently, Sir Al- 
bert Stanley, M.P., president of the 
board of trade, spoke of the neces- 
sity of bringing British industrial 
and commercial methods up to date. 
He said that in most of the great 
industries which have secured enor- 
mous wealth and commanding posi- 
tion to other countries, the United 
Kingdom had taken the initiative. 
The iron and steel industry furnish- 
ed an example of what had happen- 
ed, Not many years ago the United 
Ningdom produced nearly 60 per 
cent, of all the steel produced in the 
world, but in 1914 Germany produc- 
185 per cent. more pig-iron and 143 
yer cent, more steel than Great Brit- 
tin, In spelter and copper the Unit- 
ed Kingdom was entirely dependent 


\for supplies upon Germany. By busi- 


|ness organization Germany had es- 


j tablished such a hold upon the nan- 
jterrous metals of the war, the Unit- 


jed Kingdom found itself dependent 
jon Germany, not only for supplies, 


jbut also for any. statistical informa- 


tion which would be a guide in de- 
pply. 

Another example was to be found 
n the dye industry. In itself it was 
speaking £2,000,000 
a year, The great textile industry, 
| which is dependent upon the dye in- 
dustry for its existence, is worth to 
Great Britain more than £100,000,- 
000 a year; yet at the outbreak of the 
war the United Kingdom was depen- 
dent almost entirely on Germany for 
its supply of dyes.

stock is as much lacking in Germany 
as Russia. The question of trans- 
portation will be, therefore, as great 
an obstacle for the Germans at pres- 
ent as it has been heretofore for 
the Russians themselves. 

“Moreover, the peasant who refus- 
ed to sell his grain for Russian paper 
money will be in no more haste to 
sell it for paper bearing the kaiser’s 
effigy. Kaiser or czar, it is always 
paper, and he wants goods—clothes 
and shoes—and the German, who has 
neither for himself cannot supply the 
Russian, Perhaps the German will 
be able to supply agricultural imple- 
ments, needles, knives, scissors and 
such small objects, but the possibili- 
ties of the traffic are very limited. 
Hence it is not probable Germany 
will be able to get a great amount 
of grain from Russia for the present 
unless she resorts to commandcer- 
ing. 

“Germany suffers from a lack of 
war materials as well as from a lack 
of foodstuffs. She is hunting fever- 
ishly for copper, zine, nickel, man- 
ganese and platinum, Russia has lit- 
tle nickel and zinc, but she can fur- 
nish large amounts of platinum, cop- 
per and manganese. She produces 
95 per cent. of the world’s output of 
platinum and 54 per cent. of the man- 


ganese, while her copper production } 


is about 24,000 tons

France Grim in Her 
Will to Conquer Huns 


Determination to Fight On Until 
Permanent Peace Is Assured 


Heywood Broun, of the New York 
Tribune, who is just back from 
France, writes: 

There are not many grievously 
wounded men in the streets af Paris, 
and, indeed, the visitor may live in 
Paris a month and feel no sudden 
tug at his heart if only he keeps 
away from the railroad stations, Ev- 
en the Parisians cannot hide — their 

{sorrow when men go back, but they 
live fast and they live fully until 
train time, 

There are as many musical come- 
dies and as gay ones to be seen in 
Paris as in New York, ‘There are 
two opera companies and — several 
vaudeville theatres. 

Restaurants are crowded in spite 
of the fact that the more fashionable 
ones charge prices which would 
abash even a New York headwaiter 
jon New Year's Eve. It is possible, 
| however, to dine well and cheaply at 
the little cafes which are to be 
found on every block. Some people 
in Paris are underfed, but probably 
jnot many more than before the war. 
Nobody is starving and there is prac- 
tically no begging. 


The upper class and the middle 
class Frenchman eat more than the 
average American in the same cir- 
cumstances, The American, of 
course, gets off to head start with 
his big breakfast, but the French- 
man catches up with fish and two 
kinds of meat for lunch and two 


more meat courses in the evening. | 

A list of commodity prices in 
Paris sounds appalling, and yet one 
can get a satisfying and sustaining 
meal for three or four francs if only 
he is willing to eat in a small res- 
taurant. 

Housekeeping is difficult, for eggs 
cost $1.30 a dozen; butter is about 
$1.40 a pound; chicken is 70 cents a 
pound and sugar 24, But you cannot 
spend much for stigar at that, since 
it is obtainable only under a card 
system which allows cach  individ- 
ual about a pound a month. In De- 
cember even this allowance was cut 
off, 

Potatoes cost 13 cents a pound, 
steak 35 cents and oranges are 20 
cents apicce. But if oranges are e¢x- 
pensive, opera is cheap, What mat- 
te: if bacon does cost $1 a pound 
when one can hear Battistini, the 
greatest of baritones, for a mini- 
mum of 50 cents and a maximum of 
$3? 

There are four performances (a 
week at the big opera house and six 
at the Opera Comique. ‘The opera 
is not up to the high standards — of 
the Metropolitan, to be sure, but 
Paris has never seen better perform- 
ances than in this, the fourth year 
of the war. 2 . 

The outstanding feature is Battis- 
tini, a marvellous Italian, who has 
been singing in Russia for the last 
ten or fifteen years. Although more 
than sixty, his is still one of» the 
finest voices: in the world. Nobody 
wears evening clothes to the theatre 
but the big opera audiences are col- 
orful for all of that. The women 
make no show, but the men glitter 
and blaze in all the uniforms of the 
many allied armies. ¢ 

One sees a good many American 
soldiers at the opera, but _ rather 
more at the musical revues, Next to 
the French the Australians seem to 
be the most steady patrons of opera. 

Everybody in Paris scems to be 
making love to somebody, and us- 
wally in an open carriage or in the 
centre of a large restaurant, If a 
French soldier or officer walks down 
a street with his arm around a girl's 
waist nobody ever takes the trouble 
to turn around and look at him. 
British enlisted men are just as in- 
formal. His Majesty's officers are 
more discreet, althought it is notice- 
able that all the pretticst girls are 
with the English. 

American soldiers in some of the 
provincial towns were ready to fall 
into the informal lovemaking habits 
of the French, but officers called a 
halt. One colonel issued an order, 
“American soldiers are warned that 
they must not put their arms around 
the waists of young ladies while 
walking in any of the main thorough- 
fares of this town,” 

But romance goes on, One ser- 
geant chauffeur told me the story of 
his over-protracted courtship, 

“There was a girl,” he said, “that 
jused to pass by my automobile ev- 
ery morning about 10 o'clock, She 
was mighty pretty, and I learned 
‘bon jour’ to say to her one morning 
when she went by. She smiled and 


said the same thing, and one morn- 


d 


ing about a week later I handed her 
an apple and said, ‘Pour vous,’ just 
like I had been taught. She came 
right back with ‘Oh, thank you very 
much.’ And I’m a son of a gun if i 
didn’t find she spoke English just as 
good as I do, and I'd been doing 
‘bon jour’ for a weck.” 

Paris life, except in very cold 
weather, has annoyances rather than 
discomforts, and the present temper 
of the people is excellent, except 
when the cold come Fortunately, 
this winter has been fairly mild, and 
the suffering of last year probably 
will not be repeated, 

Of course, there are thousands 
who are tired of the war, and most 
of the hurrah is gone. ‘They do not 
say any more, “lL want to get back 
and get at ’em,” and things like

that. But anybody who thinks thar 
they will stop fighting short of a 
clean peace is mistaken, As far as 


the temper of Paris is concerned, 
they can go on as long as need be,

Advantage With Allies 


Situation Shown by Review of Facts 
and a Simple Calculation 


_The impossibility of a German 
victory—German threats of a great 
spring offensive notwithstanding— 
becomes clear if we look at a few 
simple facts, Thus, when the allies 
hurled the German army back at the 
Marne, France had 1,500,000 men in 
the fighting line and) England had 
a scant 100,000, Such forces as they 
had were outnumbered in the ratio 
of five to three, and they were out- 
ranged in artillery and outnumbered 
and outmatched in all the things 
that go to make up military equip- 
ment, 

Since the Marne the French army 
at the front has grown from 1,500,000 
to 3,000,000, and the British army 
from 100,000 to 2,500,000, In 1914 
the United States was a spectator 
of the conflict; but by the time the 
great German offensive (should it 
ever come off) is in full swing, we 
shall have several hundred thousand 
men at the front. In 1914 Germany 
had a potential army of 9,500,000 
men—today one-half of that number 
has been killed, captured, perma- 
nently crippled or is dead from nat- 
ural causes, with the result that, on 
the western front, the numerical 
superiority has passed from Ger- 
many to the allics, who can oppose 
more than 6,000,000 to a maximum of 
4,500,000 German troops. In the 
matter of artillery there is an equal 
preponderance on the allied side. 

Last, and by no means least im- 
portant, is the fact that what is left 
of the German army contains a far 
larger proportion than the allied 
armies of men who, by reason of 
age and immature youth, are ill-suit- 
ed to stand the terrific strain of 
modern warfare. Nor should we in 
this comparison forget that while 
in the German army there has been 
a noticeable decline in morale, due 
to the pinch of want and the sickness 
of heart which comes from endless 
Promises that are unfulfilled, the 
morale of the allied armies, which 
are well fed, steadily increasing in 
Strength and cheered by some 18 
months of all but unbroken victories 
from the Swiss border to the North 
sea, is uniformly good.—From the 
Scientific American, 


Salvage Experts are Working on 
Problem of Raising Lusitania 


The Lusitania may yet 
American troops to France to 
the Germans, 

Salvage experts are now working 
on the problem of raising her from 
the 300 feet of water she lies in off 
the Old Head of Kinsale. At. all 
events, an attempt will be made to 
recover the treasure from the strong 
room on one of the upper decks 
The possibility of beaching the ves- 
sel on the Irish coast is also being 
considered, 

Some of the keenest enginecing 
minds of Great Britain are devising 
plans and means of raising torp d- 
oed ships ly'ig on the ccean floor 
in the “graveyard of the Atlantic” 
off Ircland that are in water shallow 
enough to make the project feasible. 

In addition to the value of the 
ships, vast fortunes in thetals and 
imperishable cargoes are resting in 
the holds of the wrecks, 

‘Salvage companies are laying 
plans for raising both ships and car- 
goes on a big scale,” said R. H. 
Davis, managing director of one of 
the largest submarine  enginecring 
corporations in the world, “Cargoes 
to the value of millions of dollars 
are awaiting recovery. Apart from 
the silver and bullion in sunken 
ships, there is a huge quantity of 
other metals. 

“In many cases where ships 
not be raised, the cargoes can 
salved. We recovered $350,000 — in 
Spanish gold from the Alphonso 
XII. sone years ago. She was lying 
165 fect under the sea. We also r 
covered a large quantity of — silver 
bars from the steamer Skyro off 
Cape Finisterre in 186 feet of water, 
This shows what can be done after 
the war.” 

Owing to the scarcity of tonnage 
after the war, every ship that can 
float will be worth a fortune, The

He sat 
calmly in the passenger-seat while 
the mechanic prepared the engine, 
but when I gave the sign to swing 
the propeller, and the engine snort- 
ed furiously, my dog “fare” immedi- 
ately leaped over the side of the air- 
craft, raced across the airdrome and 
disappeared through the gateway.

Idea Is Discussed in British Upper 
Chamber by Lord Lansdowne 


Speaking in the house of lords, 
Lord Lansdowne said that two es- 
sentials were requisite for a league 
of nations, The first was, in his 
view, that it must be open to all and 
comprise all the important pow- 
ers, while the second was that it 
should be armed with executive pow- 
ers sufficient to secure unquestion- 
able obedience to its decisions, Lord 
Lansdowne said he believed that if 
the league was able to apply 
sure in different shapes it 
guarantee peace in the

believed the omens were entirely 


favorable to the formation of such a 
league, one of the most hopeful 
omens being the interest taken in it 
in the United States, without whose 
adhesion the consummation of the 
idea would be beyond reach. 
Considering America’s great world 
trade, he said, there was no country 
which could use the cconomic wea- 


cement with TPresi- 
a that it might be 
to exclude Germany from 
free economic intercourse if she con- 
tinues to disturb the peace, Lord 
Lansdowne discussed the adinission 
of the central powers to the league. 
Regarding the suggested impossibil- 
ity of admitting Germany because 
she vould not be trusted, he said no- 
body proposed to rely upon the G 
man pledge or the German signa- 
ture, The essence of the proposal 
was that the powers admitted to 
partnership would to some extent 
part with their sovereign rights and 
enter into a compact to conform to 
whatever code of international law 
was laid down by the league itself. 
If the league, he argued, was able to 
pronounce sentence of international 
outlawry, it would be a guarantee of 
the maintenance of peace unlike any- 
thing the world had been able to 
conceive,

A Radical Program 


How the Labor Party Proposes to 
Reconstruct Great Britain 
After the War 


A far-reaching program for recon- 
structive legislation in Great Britain 
after the war has been recommend- 
ed by a sub-committee of the Brit- 
ish Labor party. It is worthy of 
careful study by American publicists, 
legislators, business men, and work- 
ers. Its main points are as follows: 

The war signalizes the “culmina- 
tion and collapse of a distinctive in- 
dustrial civilization,” based on the 
individualist system of capitalist pro- 
duction, 

A new social order is presently to 
be built up on “a deliberately plan- 
ned co-operation in production and 
distribution for the benefit of all 
who participate by hand or by brain 
+ «+» ON a systematic approach to- 
wards a healthy equality of material 
circumstances,” 

The democratic control of socicty 
in all its activities is, according to 
this proposed platform, to be based 
on: 

1, Universal Enforcement of the| 
National Minimum. 

2. Democratic Control of Industry. 

3. Revolution in National Finance. 


4. The Surplus Wealth for the 
Common Good. 

The “national minimum” signifies 
that thirty shillings ($7.50) per week 
is to be the lowest wage for the 
least skilled adult workers, on the 


principle that every member of the 
community must have the requsites 
of “healthy life and worthy citizen- 
ship.” 

The “democratic control of indus- 
try” signifies that there must be no 
reconstruction of the “disorganiza- 
tion, waste, and inefficiency involved 
in a crowd of separate private em- 
ployers,” but “a genuinely scientific 
reorganization of the nation’s indus- 
try,” based on “democracy in indus- 
try as well as in government.” It 
calls for the immediate nationaliza- 
tion of railways and mines, and for 
the production of electrical power on 
a vast scale for common use; for 
the nationalization of life insurance 
for all classes, and for the continua- 
tion of government control of all in- 
dustries which have been taken over 
during the war. The government is 
called upon to formulate a deliber- 
ate national organization for coping 
with the immense dislocation of in- 
dustry which will occur with the 
eight millions of workers now cith- 
er with the colors or engaged in 
munition production. 

The “revolution in national fi- 
nance” that is called for prescribes: 
Assessment by families instead o 
individuals; a graduated income tax 
“rising to sixteen or even nineteen 
shillings on the pound on the high- 
est income of the millionaires;” the 
national exchequer to be “normally 
the heir to all private riches in ex- 
cess of a quite moderate amount;” 
a special capital levy to pay off the 
debt incurred by the war, 

The “surplus for the common 
good,” which has heretofore been 
absorbed by individuals and ‘“devot- 
ed, very largely to senseless lux- 
ury,” is to be devoted to the perma- 
nent welfare of the community, by 
providing new capital for public wel- 
fare projects, jor the care of the 
sick and the aged; and for a demo- 
cratic system of education and re- 
creation, “It is in the proposal for 
the appropriation of every surplus 
for the common good that the Labor 
party most distinctly marks itself off 
from the older political parties.” 

In conclusion, this Labor pronun- 
ciamento calls for the annual assem- 
bly of an imperial council to discuss 
matters of common interest to all 
British dependencies, but only to 
make recommendations for action 
by the “autonomous local  legisla- 
tures,” It desires to put an end to 
all economic “leagues against  lea- 
gues.” It stands for the establish- 
ment, as a part of the treaty peace 
with which the war will end, of a 
“super-national authority, with an 
international high court to try all 
justicable issues between nations; an 
international legislature to enact 
such common laws as can be mutu- 
ally agreed on, and an international 
council of mediation ... We would 
have all the nations of the world 
solemnly undertake and promise to 
make common cause against any one 
of them that broke away from this 
fundamental agreement.”

Of this 
total 431,698 is new breaking, 3,758,- 
941 was summer fallowed last sea- 
son, and 1,943,980 was fall plowed, 
If as much spring plowing is done 
this year as was done last, Saskat- 
chewan will have upwards of 2% 
million acres more in crop this sca- 
son than was in crop in 1917, and 
nearly four millioas more than in 
any season before 1917, 

What is more important still is 
the fact that the preparation made 
for seeding is better than any pre- 
viously made, The amount of new 
breaking is the smallest on record, 
and is only about one-third that of 
either 1913 or 1914, On the other 
hand, the amount of fall plowing 
done is nearly three-quarter mil- 
lion acres greater than for the pre- 
vious year, and the amount of sum- 
mer-fallow, 3,758,941 acres, exceeds 
by nearly a million acres the high- 
est previous record, 

In Manitoba the new breaking is 
105,897 acres, an increase of 16,00U 
acres over the previous season; 1,- 
900,000 acres have been fall plowed 
54,000 more than for last year, and 
1,381,000 have been summer fallow- 
ed, 146,000 more than for 1917, 

The figures for Alberta are not 
available, but it is believed prepara- 
tions for spring in that province are 
ahead of those of previous years.

In the eleven months 
ending with November, Manitoba 
farmers sent almost 107,000  cattic 
to the stock yards at St. Boniface. 

It is in Alberta, however, that 
relative progress in this particular is 
most marked, The three principal 
grain crops of that province in 1917 
—wheat, oats and _barley—were 
valued at $169,000,000. The-value of 
animals slaughtered or sold in the 
province, of dairy products, of wool 
and of poultry products, disposed of 
was $75,000,000, or equal to nearly 


half the value of the grain crops, 
Even the term, “mining the land,” 


will soon pass out of the western 
vocabulary. The fact has already 
ceased to be over a very large pro- 
portion of the west. — Toronto 
Globe, 


British Population Grows 


Increase Greatly in Excess of Num- 
ber of Men Killed 


In spite of the grain of the great 
war upon man pow the population 
of Great Britain is increasing. From 
the beginning of the war until the 
end of the first half of 1917, the i: 
est period for which there are statis: 
tics, the increase in Great Britain 
tas been more than nine hundred 
thousand, a figure which is, otf 
course, greatly in excess of the num- 
ber of men killed and drowned, The 
enemy cannot derive the same com: 
how- 
ever, According to German and 
Austrian publications there has been 
a heavy decrease in the population 
of Germany and Austria. It is well 
worth noting that while, between 
August 1914 and June 1917, two hun- 
dred thousand people were married 
in England and Wales alone who 
would not have married in peace 
time, there has been in Germany and 
Austria a decrease in the marrage 
rate,

Compulsory rationing 
of meat, butter and fats came into 
force throughout London and the

Fourteen million people are now re- 
stricted to about 114 pounds — of 
meat, 4 ounc of butter and = mar- 
garine and 14 pound of sugar per 
week, By March 25th compulsory 
rationing of these food stuffs will 
be universal in the United  King- 
dom. According to the latest rle 
received from the British ministry of 


food by the Canada food board, ev- 
ery carload of wheat or flour and 
bacon or frozen meat that Canada 
can get to the sea board is badly 
wanted. Money no longer counts 
where food is concerned in Europe. 
The richest cannot buy what does 
not exist. 

A Saver. When you are speaking 


about the “little things that count,” 
give your friends the following fe 3 
“One ounce of edible meat, if 
every day by each of the 1,600,000 
families in Canada would mean 29 
daily saving for the soldiers and our 
allies of 100,000 pounds of meat or; 
a saving in one year of 36,500,000 
pounds of valuable animal food, This 
saving represents the meat from at 
least 90,000 steers of average dressed 
weight or from more than 290,000 
hogs. Again, if every Canadian fam- 
ily can save this precious one ounce 
ry day from 
the garbage pail or reduce their con- 
sumption of meat by this amount 
they would save enough to provide 
for the full meat ration for at least 
100,000 Canadian soldiers,
